The Board for Mongolian and Tibctan 
Affoirs hag suggested to the Ministry of 
Communications that post offices should

WORK AMONG LEPERS. 


INTERESTING ADDRESS BY 
DR. BRADLEY 


at the May

of the Leper Hospital at Pakhoi, gave an 
interesting address on the life at that 
acttlement, 

The Rev. A. D. Stewart, whe presided, 
etated ihat it bad been decided to hoid a 
meeting of this nnture once a yeur BO as 
to remind people of the work being done 
amongst lepers, and thereby stimulate 
them to do something to help forward 
that work. There were 100 lepers in the 
Hospital at Pakhoi who were deomed te 
a lingering death. It was the duty of all 
to help in some way io alleviate their 
misery. He had visited the Hospital and 
what struck him most waa that’ there was 
@ real spiritual force and power working 
in the lives of those unfortunate men. 
Having nothing to live for, they had 
turned to Jesus Christ and a wondrous 
change had been wrought in their lives. 


Dr Bradley stated that many poople 
had peculiar ideas as to leprosy. Most 
people looked upon it as very infectious 
or contagious. He remembered speaking 
in London once and telling an audience 
that leprosy was not infectious and only 
slightly contagious. Somebody in the 
audience came up to him aud related that 
when he went to Palestine before the war 
a crowd of lepers asked him for money. 
He gave it tw them, but on the second 
eceasiuh when thes crowded round him 
he fled as he feared the loathsome dis- 
ease. Many people were inclined bo paint 
a halo around those working on leper 
settlements, thinking that doctors wera 
taking their lives into their hands. It 
Was not s0; as long as proper care was 
taken, nobody could contract the disease, 
although they might be in daily contact 
with o patient. There was, of course, 
thy cause of a doctor in the Hawaiian 
Islands who contracted the disease and 
died, but that was due to the fact that 
he ate, drank and lived with the lepers. 
Af one dealt hygienically with such cases 
there was no fear whatever of getting 
Joprosy. 

_. .There was no need to emphasise the 
; importance of work such os this, Many’ 
poople differed on education and mission. 
“ary work amongst Chinese, bul there 
should be no hesitancy in regard to work 
amongst the miserable lepers. Abt present 
the Chinese wore duing nothing for these 
afflicted in China, and their 
alditudy be contrasted with the 
enormous work being done by the British 
Government in India for the unfor- 
Qunate lepers there, The Chinese had a 
great fear of leprosy, for they knew that 
if they contracted it they would be driven 
from their bomes, lose their friends, 
family, overything, and become out-casts. 
They had nowhere to go to except to a 
horrible leper village, where men, women 
children lived together totally 
uncared for. The disease was allowed to 
spread, as the Chinese officiuls were 
afraid of it and did not know how to 
tackle it. Goneral Lung Chai-kwong, 
well-known for his cruelty, onev invited 
ali the lepers of one of the villages to a 
feast, and, when they had all assembled, 
surrounded the place and act fire to it, 
shooting down any whe tried to escape. 
There was another Chinese official, hold- 
ing an important position in the Canton 
Government, who once visited the speaker 
and, after saying that, they all admired 
tbo work be was doing, declared that if 
he had his way he would invite all tho 
lepers on to a steamer and then sink it,

Surgical 


decessor and had proved of immense 

benefit, A British Consul in Pakhoi who 

took a deep intereat in the work had in- 

furmed him that, although he was a 

warm admirer of the settlement, he could 
not understand why Dr. Bradley sought 
to prolong life inatead of allowing the 
people to die. Well, a doctor's business 

Wag first to save life, and, failing that, 
to prolong it. Dr, Bradley related the 
story of a well-cducated Chinese, at pre- 
seni holding the position of lay-renader in 
the sett}pment, who came to the Hospital 
about 20 years age suffering from tho 
disense. One of his legs rotted and fell 
off, and une day, through over exertion, 
the other leg rotted and was in a mortify- 
ing condition. The man wae nearly dead 
before he consented to the amputation of 
hia leg. It. worked miracles and to-day, 
though the man had to walk on wooden 
legs, he was a great help to those in 
charge of the mission and to the paticnta, 
whom be taught and preached to. When 
war broke out, the German Mission at 
Pakhoi began to get busy and printed 
papers, spreading all serts of lies. It 
was difficult to go anywhere without 
hearing of something extraordinary that 
tho Germans were doing or had done. 
He was approached to do something to 
counteract these activities. They had a 
printing press in the settlement, and 
with the help of the legless man, who 
acted as Editor, they started printing a 
paper and distributing it to all. Now 
three years had passed and the circula- 
tion of the paper, which was ao weekly 
printed in Chinese, was 1,500. This was 
the work of the man wha was at death's 
door. He was excellent in every way, 
and was eager and’ anxious to serve tho 
cause of the mission and the British 
Empire, which, he considered, had done 
so much for him ang China. 

Dr. Lennet Rodgers had: experimented 
for a number of years and had produced 
from chaulmoogra oil a purer substance 
known a8 gynocardate of soda. The new: 
treatment was proving successful, and 
there waa every hope for the lepers. In 
the Pakhoi hospita! there were 150 beds, 
100 for men and 50 for women. Money 
was noceded to carry on the work. The 
oil was expensive, and a large quantity 
had t» be taken at a time, while the treat. 
mont had to be continued for two or three 
years. The children did a great deal of 
work, making lace, cto. People were 
afraid to buy the lace, thinking it was 
infections, but it was not. Before the 
lace was sént out it was put inte a high 
pressure sterilizer and! no germs were left 
when it was taken out. 

At tho conclusion, the Chairman said 
that the hest way to show their apprecia- 
tion for the address was to subscribe 
something tow: rds leper work in Pakhoi.

For 
the same reason, although wo have it on 
the jhighest outhority that war is now 
for ever ended, the munition workcra are 
to be kept on. making munitions at the 
modest remuneration of £6 to £14 a week 
for some time longer. The sentiment 
which inspires theso meaaures is highly 
commendable, although some captious 
critics have expressed a hope that it may 
find a more practical and economical ox- 
pression, 

Since, therefore, i, has been publicly 
declared that the labourer ig worthy not 
only of hig hire, but of special protective 
legislation besides, we hope that it ig not 
unduly impertinent to speculate upon 
whet Government intends to do for those 
of its servants who with rising prices 
and in many cases (owing.to the block 
in promotion) seriously reduced incomes, 
have foregone ‘leave and laboured ail 
through the war, not in the pleasant land 
of England but in the dusty plaing of° 
India, ve : 

: DOMESTIC EXPENSES, 

We have all heard much of the magni- 
ficent part which India hag played in the 
war.

WOMEN AND CHILDREN. 

Briefly stated the position ig this. The 
women and children are ‘here in India, 
and 6,000 miles of sen separate them from 
England--nnd education.

The in- 
soluble problem, therefore, arises as to 
how the Governnient servant is to trans- 
port hig family ncress those 6,000 miles 
uf sea, discover a suitable school pre- 
pared to take them at a figure which ha 
ean pay, live while at home in a manner 
calculated to recuperate his health, and 
finally bring himacli--and his wife also 
if he ig so unreasonable ag to desire to 
have her with bim--out to India again, 
This is the problem which at this time 
confronts the majority of Government 
servants, and for those who depend upon 
the wages of exile only, it is, indeed, in- | 


soluble. To ‘Government, however, all 


things are possible. 

Not for a second do we venture to 
sugecet that a man who haa served Gov. 
ernment for four, aix or eight years, 


without furlough, has any right to expect 
to go home nt last, spend his leave tl ere 
domparatively free from money troubles, 
and return to this country not more then 
£100 or so in debt. Such an idea is 
clearly preposterous. But turning from 
tha unimportant matter of right to the 
all-important one of expediency, it scems 
possible that in this matter justice, nay 
even generosity (if one may mention an 
old-fashioned word rapidly falling into 
djsuse) may pay Government better than 
tho usual procedure. That a prolonged 
period of arduous work. in India saps the 
vitality secms undoubted, That private 
debt has a tendency, to distract the mind 
from official matters is, perhaps, equally 
true. The Government servant, there- 
fore, whose : vitality is low and whose 
private affairs trouble him, -is probably 
worth only half as much to Government 
us if he were in good health and easy 
circumstances. The war haa taught not 
a few lessons aa to the inorcased ctlicien 
of workers whose hours were vhortens 
and the conditions of their home life 
improved. It is manifestly to the 
advantage of Government, therefore, that 
a considerable proportion of servanta 
should recuperate their enorgies at home 
as soon as possible, but it seems equally 
clear that without Government assistance 
with regard to passages home, and an 
increase of furlough pay, your Govern. 
ment servant will be reluctant or unable 
to take leave. Should this result in a 
number of officers breaking down, or 
dying, the inconvenience to Government 
might be considerable. 
WRIT SAROASTLO. 
In certain American cotton planta- 
tions in the south, in the good old days, 
it was belipved it paid better to work 
your negrocs out, giving them «a maxi- 
mum of work ynd a minimum of food, 
and when they were done for to buy 
others in their place. As o business pro- 
position (from the Government point of 
view) this sounds attractive, but it de- 
pended upon certain conditions. and was 
even at the best. not without its draw- 
backs, Where it became necessary to 
cultivate the cotton in a more technical 
manner, or when the supply of slaves at 
a moderate price became limited, the 
“ Legree method,’’ as it may he called 
roved uneconomic. In the case of the 
nodian Government and its servants, 
although the analogy may seem close, 
there are still further complications, 
Your broken down slave could always be 
sold for what he would fetch; yqur broken 
down Government official, on the con- 
trary, receives a pension, and even should 
this be cut down, as is customary, to tho 
lowest possible figure, yet the payment 
of a number of such pensions muat provo 
a sod expense to Government. Moreover 
the supply of English Government ser- 
vants eeems likely under the new regime 
to bo a diminishing quantity. Men will 
undoubtedly be available, but they will 
be of o, different class, perhaps of the class 
which has found striking ay it'so well; 
and even if striking proved too strenuous 
a business in the Indian climate they 
might find means of privately adding to 
their incomes, which might have its in- 
conveniences, Considering the aspects of 
the situation we are driven to believe that 
it may, pay Government best to put iteolf | 
to some inconvenience, nay even’ to 
expense, so that it may obtain the maxi-.

it existed four years go, would have | 
meant Germany's victory and the sub- 
jugation not only of Germany's foca, but 
of all neutrals like vureclves. Ag the samg 
time, over here, representatives of | 
the Administration are demanding @ 
navy _ bigger than that of Great 
Britain. ‘The only possible interprete- 
tion of these facts is that the Adminie- 
tration proposes to threaten Great 
Britain with having to get in o neck-to- 
neck competition with America to build 
the greatest navy in the world, and to do 
this as a bluff so as to make for Great 
Britain's adherence to Mr. Wilson's ex- 
ceedingly nebulous ideas. Under these 
conditions the American people should, 
with common-sense, look at what their own 
needs are, and at what tbe necds of their 
‘Allies are. Sooner or later any program- 
me will have to be tested by ité results, 
and even if the United States started to 
emulate Great Britain’s Navy the enthu- 
siasm to do so would vanish when it 
appeared that there was no earthly in- 
terest of ours to be served by the action. 

In winning the presen, war very many 
inetrumentalitigs bave been necessary. On 
the whole, the four most important, in 
their order have been: (1) The French 
army, (3) the British Navy, (4) the 
British Army, (4) the Italian army. Our 
own gallant army and navy did exceed- 
ingly well, bug came in so late that the 
part they played, taking the fuur-and-a- 
half years as a whole, docg not entitle 
them to rank with the ingtrumentalities 
given above. Creat Britain is an island 
separated from the huge’ military common- 
wealth of Europe by very narrow acas, 
and separated from her own Dominions 
and Colonies by all the greatest oceans. To 
her, supremacy in the Navy ig # matter 
of lifg and death. America ought to have 
a first-class navy, but if she “did not have 
a ship she might yet. secure herself from 
any invasion. But Great Britain's Em- 
pire would noz last one week, and she 
would not make himeglf safe a, home one, 
week if her Navy Tost ile supremacy. 
Incidentally to ‘saving herself tho 
British Navy rendered inealenlable ser- 
vice to ug during the last four-and-a-half 
years, and for the last thirty years has 
been a shield to the United States, 


NO MENACE TQ THE WORLD. 


Great Britain is not a military power in 
the sense that any of the nations of Con- 
tinental Europe, or, indeed, Asia, are 
military powers. She had almost ag much 
difficulty in developing her Army in this 
war aa we had in developing our army. 
Her Army ig no more of a threat, to other 
peoples than oure is. Therefore, we 
Americans find ourselves, 8 regardg the 
British Navy, in this position, that it 
ig of vital consequence to Great Britain 
to have the greatest Navy in the world; 
jt is emphatically not of any consequence 
4o us to have og big a navy ae Great 
Britain, for we are not in tho slightest 
danger from Great Britain, and in 
ordinary circumstances the British Navy 
can be counted upon a6 a help to the 
United States, and never as a menace, In 
such circumstances, to act ourselves to 
work to -build.@ navy in rivalry 
with Great Britain’s and, above all, to 
do this ea political bluff, is worse than 
silly. Our own navy should be ample to 
protect our of coasts, and to maintain 
the Monre; Péctrine.
